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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


Urban Renewal On Ballot 


The delays in establishing a timetable for the presenta- 
tion of urban renewal plans — unavoidable though they 
may be — have given rise to all sorts of rumors, conjec- 
ture and pure phantasy. 

And this will continue until an established schedule 
is announced, and all of the detail concerning this project 
can be published, studied and debated. 

We suggest that the entire, broad question — ‘‘Shall 
Andover adopt the Central Urban Renewal Project?’’ — be 
placed on the November ballot, and that this decision be 
made promptly. Educational material can then be provided, 
allowing the voters ample time to weigh the questions 
involved. 

To place this subject on the ballot seems absolutely 
fair to the town. By doing so, the Housing Authority will 
be providing all of the voters an opportunity to decide 
the question. Probably 85 percent of the voters will be 
going to the polls in November — a far greater percentage 
than ever attends town meeting. 

If a favorable response is given, the following town 
meeting can take up the details and approve them in 
accordance with the wishes of the voters. If it is beaten 
on the ballot, no one can ever say that a full majority of 
the voters_did not have a chance to express their convic- 
tions. 

There are several other reasons for this step — the 
question can not be'presented in March because there 
isn’t time enough; calling a special town meeting seems 
to violate the spirit of the town by-law specifying that 
financial matters must be declared an emergency before 
consideration at a special meeting; waiting for March of 
1963 is far too long. 

We hope that favorable consideration of the suggestion 
we make here is given by the Housing Authority, and that 
some prompt indication of this decision is made public. 

Then the period of waiting will be over, and the factual 
material can begin to flow into the voters hands. 


Retain Town Meeting 


There has been a suggestion, from a report issued at 
Colby College, that a town manager-selectman form of 
town government — minus the traditional town meeting — 
is more practical, more advantageous to the communities. 

As we understand the recommendation, those writing 
the report believe town meeting has become too cumber- 
some, too much of a minority action. In truth, of course, 
it is the latter, for a majority vote at town meeting actual- 
ly has little relation to a majority of the voters. Such a 
small minority attends town meeting that actions of the 
meeting are taken by a tiny percentage of the eligible 
voters. 

However much we may frown on the stay-at-home 
attitude of most voters, it is basically their right to re- 
frain from taking part in their own government. There is 
no law requiring a voter to attend town meeting, not even 
a law requiring one to vote, even if eligible. To require 


these actions would, in itself, be wrong. 

Towns, we believe, should carefully consider the con- 
sequences of abandoning town meeting. For in fact, the 
town manager-selectman form as suggested is little 
different from the manager-council form used in cities. It 
might be more truthful to suggest changing to a city form, 
with a city manager, than to masquerade under the town 
manager-selectman title. 

Whatever its defects, and there are many, we don’t like 
to consider giving up town meeting, where at least the 
interested voters have a chance to take part, personally, 
in their government.

granted to most of the teachers fulfilling the longevity 
requirement of five years in the system; more a token of 
good performance than excellence. 

Sullivan feels that additional merit payments, beyond 
the first step, should be based on more strict interpreta- 
tion of the word, with fewer teachers reaching step two 
and still fewer step three. The original merit plan envi- 
sioned three merit raises, based on evaluation of the 
teacher’s performance, of increasing amounts. 

This particular exercise in semantics is not theoretical 
nor wholly unrelated to practical application. 

The Committee has retained merit payments in its 


current budget proposals, although it appeared a few 
weeks ago that a majority of the Committee favored 
tossing it out. As late as last week, Dr. Meyers said he 
would favor discarding the merit plan whenever the super- 
intendent recommended doing so. And Mr. Erickson has 
commented unfavorably about the plan on more than one 
occasion. 

The reasons for abandoning merit appear to be basical- 
ly practical: the plan is fine theory, but doesn’t work in 
practice. 

The teachers, as a whole, apparently never have 
approved of the policy. It was recently stated, in fact, 
that their approval now, if it exists at all, probably re- 
sults from a feeling that this is a general wage increase 
rather than an actual determination of excellence as we 
understand the meaning of the word. 

It seems to us that only some type of super-man can 
really determine excellence because a definition of the 
terms is so difficult to reach. Within the community, we 
believe there would be many variations of definition, 
based on what the individual believes a teacher should 


do, what a teacher should be. Not all residents want the 
same performance from the teachers. 

For example, the teacher who spends a more-than- 
tisual amount of time with one or two truly gifted children, 
and successfully so, thus possibly taking some needed 
time away from others in the class, would deserve merit 
according to some views. Another teacher, who does not 
concentrate on the gifted children, but who possibly 
spends a great deal of time with those on: the other end 
of the academic scale, may be labeled as less-than- 
excellent by the same group. To the parents of the 
children helped, however, this teacher becomes the one 
due merit, not the one dealing with gifted youngsters. 

The definition is too subjective, too hard to get down 
on paper. This may be the most valid reason for abandon- 
ing the plan.

It was explained that a layer of 
refuse and fill may be extended 
through about 20 acres, then the 
process can be resumed at the 
original point of beginning. 

The cost of this operation, the 
Committee felt, will be mainly 
represented in the cost of gravel. 

Town Manager Thomas E, Duff 
said he estimates some 12,000 
yards of fill will be needed for 
the first year, and this may be re= 
duced by the amount available at 
the site. This fill may cost less 
than a dollar a yard, it was 
estimated. 

Need Adequate Equipment 


The equipment needed, the re 
port stated, should not be 
minimized. 

The shovel-dozer - a piece of 
heavy equipment that compacts the 
material while working oyer the 
area - is needed, because other 
communities have found lesser 
equipment to be insufficient. 

The town manager suggested
